Are But Different Means of Attain- 


ing the Same End. 


There is an opinion in the public 
mind that dry fafming and irrigation 


are two methods of agriculture . di- 


rectly opposed to cach other. Noth« 
ing could well be farther from the 
truth. The fact is, dry farming and 
irrigation are methods of agriculture 
very closely allied to cach other. 
Joth are practiced in countries 
where preéipitation is less than the 
growing crop requires; both are de- 
signed to overcome low precipitation 
by providing «moisture where it is 
required and when it is required by 
means at the command of the farm- 
er and of the civil epgineer. 

It is only natural chat of these 
two methods dry farming should be 
better known and more widely adop- 
ted in a country sigh as Western 
Canada. This country has been s¢t- 
tled for the most part by farmers 
who have had*no experience in irri- 
gation farming but were more or less 


familiar with the principles of | dry 
farming, There is also to be con-. 
sidered the fact that dry farming 


may be praeticed anywhere, but irri- 
vation is dependent upon supplies of 
water being available and certain en- 
gineering works being carried — out 
without which it is impossible. These 
works involve a large investment of 
‘capital and it is therefore natural 
that irrigated areas should be com- 
paratively small in proportion to 
areas devoted to dry farming. * 

It is not the purpose of this article 
to discuss in detail the advantages of 
one method ‘of farming as compared 
with the other. Each-has its advo- 
_ cate bttess its ‘ad- 
vantages, which may vary with To 
conditions. For example, as has been 
“ stated, dry farming is not dependent 
upon cngincering ‘works, water sup- 
ply, or topographical conditions. Its 
principles can readily be acquired 
and practiced by any one familiar 
With the general business of agricul- 
ture. It does not involve the capital 
outlay necessary in connection with 


irrigation projects. On the other 
hand dry farming necessitates... the 
purchase and cultivation of large 


areas of land, as a certain percent- 
age of the farm, running as high as 
fifty per cent. in the dryer districts, 
must be left fallow cach year in ord- 
er to store up the necessary. mois- 
tute to produce the’ next ‘year’s crop. 
Dry farming, too, is only a_ partial 
remedy for low precipitation; if the 
precipitation is too low, not even 
the methods of the most advanced 
fariner can induce the soil to bring 
forth a croy. y 
In order to practice 
. farming it necessary that engin- 
cering works, frequently of a very 
expensive nature, should be iristalled, 
and this is possible only where the 
topography of the country lends. it- 
self to such an enterprise. It is also 
necessary that nature should provide 
an ample supply of water available 
for use through these engineering 
works. Where the foregoing condi- 
lions. exist certain very. great advan- 
tages are found in favor of irriga- 
tion farming and it may be said that 
probably nowhere are they found 
under inore favorable circumstances 
than 4n Southern Alberta. 

The irrigation farmer requires less 
land than his neighbor who follows 
dry farming because he is not © ob- 
liged to allow any. of it to | remain 
fallow and while he may pay more 
per acre for his farm his total vin- 
vestment tay be less. He has the 
advantage of absolute insurance 
against drouth. He can raise much 
heavier crops of grasses, vegetables 
and fodders than is possible under 
any method of dry farming and he 
can raise some crops which are not 
practicable without irrigation. Such 
a crop for example is alfalfa.

The pre-eminent position occupied 
by, Alberta among the Western Pro- 
vinces in this respect is due entirely 
to the irrigation enterprises which 
have been carried out in that ‘pro- 
vince. It should be stated also that 
the: alfalfa production of Saskatclie- 
wan and British Columbia is also 
due miinly to the irrigation enter 
prises in those | provinees.~ Alfalfa 
may be said to be the niost valuable 
crop that ca nbe produced on a farm; 
it has a food value equal to its own 
weight iw bran. “It-has been demon- 
Strated that an acre of alfalfa . will 
produce 591 pounds of pork as com- 
pared with 365 pounds from an acre 
of corn. It has°also been .demon- 
strated that with milk at $2.00. per 
hundred pounds the value of an acre 
of alfalfa for milk production — is 
$91.88. cOmpared with $16.72 for an 
acre of timothy. In addition to its 


great feeding value alfalfa has the 
advantage that instead of impover- 
ishing the land it makes the — land 


ticher; it calls for comparatively lit- 
tle labor, being sown only once in 
several years; it requires mo binder 
twine or threshing, and the farmer 
can cither export it or can consume 
the entire crop ot: the premises by 
feeding it to livestock. 

There is little doubt that the large 
area in Sduthern Alberta which has 
been brought under. irrigation by the 
Canadian. Pacific Railway will be- 
come one of the greatest livestock 
centres in Canada as’ a result of the 
fodder’ crops rendered — possible 
throygly irrigation, At the same time 
the non-irrigated areas will continue 
to be worked on the dry farming 
principle and instead of dry farming 
and irrigation being in opposition to 
each other they will be found—as 
they now are found—practicéd by 
the same far.,er on the same farm, 
the irrigation farming below _ the 
ditch, and the dry farming on, the 
highér land which cannot be reached 
by irrigation. 


In Neutral Holland 


Lookifig Forward to.Day When Mil- 
itary Caste of Germany Will 
Be Swept Away 


““Why is the German: not loved 
more warmly by his Dutch cousins?” 
asked a wuiiter in a German newspa- 
per a few days ago. The editor ot 
the Handelsblad takes the part of a 
candid friend in a reply printed as an 
editorial, . 

“First of all,” he says, “the dislike 
of all foreigners prevails everywhere 
among the mass of the Dutch peo- 
ple, because they teel toreigners to 
be different. ‘Vherctore the Dutch 
masses. dislike Germans, —~Belgians 
and I:nglishmen, But Germany be- 
fore the war was always holding a 
loaded revolver to our breast, her 
contempt for  Holland’s~ military 
powcr, her thirst for expansion, her 
wish to try he: gigantic and remark- 
able war machine, were very real 
dangers. The tear of German mili- 
tarism was very great, while Eng- 
land and France gave us no © such 

LT 
“Then came he invasion of #*t~ 
gium. This roused not merely _ pity 
tor a small neutral ‘nation like Bel- 
gium, whose women and’ children 
came weeping and hungry, whose 
towns and villages were seen barn- 
ing across the trontier. Few people 
wil admit that the invasion ot Bel- 
gium was necessary for the défense 
of the German troutier, and if the 
invasion had not taker place the 
war wauld have been, over Jong ago. 
Even supposing that the excuse of 
necessity was legitimate, it would 
justify a devastation of Holland to- 
morrow, for Germany's love of jus- 
tice and her respect for Dutch free- 
dom and independence are very poor 
securities. - . 

“The Germans blame the English 
and American governments for put- 
ting pressure on Holland, but about 
the assassination by torpedo of 
Dutch ships, about the destruction 
of harmlcss neutral fish craft they 
have nothing to say.” 

The writer concludes with a state- 
ment that, in spite ot this, there has 
been recently a certain change in 
opinion in Holland toward Gerinany, 
not an increased love for Germay, 
but a lessened fear of her. ‘This, he 
says, is due to the fact that Germany 
is being purified by suffcring, so thar 
the growing democracy of Germany 
wil soon swegp away the military 
caste and promote internation. 
brotherhood.

No. 13— CHEESE 


Always noted for its nutritive val- 


as one of the most satisfying of sub- 
stitutes for the beef and bacon which 
are gradually disappearing from the 
table in most Canadian homes. . 
Fifteen or twenty years ago the 
standing of an Ontario country in 
dairying was based on its volume of 
cheese production. But this basis of 
calculation no longer holds because 
other lines of dairy -industry than 
cheese-making have. made enormous 
strides in the last decade or 
Chief of these are the whole 


two. 
milk 


‘and powdered and condensed milk 


trades. 

Despité the growth of these rival 
trades, however, cheese is still the 
largest single line in Ontario dairy- 
ing. The value of the cheese out- 
put of the province in 1916 was $23,-} 
653,343, néarly $5,000,000 above the 
record of the year before and up- 
wards of $9,000,000 more than for; 
1910. Canada as a whole has __in- 
creased her export of cheese since 
‘the outbreak of war by upwards of 
40,000,000 pounds. 

Rich in protein there are few foods 
more sustaining than cheese and _ it 
might be used much more exten- 
sively than at present as a_ substi- 
tute for other foods -needes for ex-! 
port. Avery small. piece of cheese 
has as much nourishment as a large 
portion of meat. It is an extremely 
important adjunct to the menu and 
might be more generally used. ;

THIS YEAR IN LARGER PRODUCTION

MORE LAND BEING PREPARED THAN EVER BEFORE 


Never Before Has There Been Better Preparation Made in 
Advance for a Big Crop Than Is the Case Throughout 
The Western Provinces This Year

The Western Provinces have had 
considerably larger, crops than those

Was better preparation 
year in advance of production 
has been made for the sceding 
1918. 

In Saskatchewan 6,134,619 acres 
were prepared during the season of 
1917 for seeding in 1918 Of this 
total 431,698 is new breaking, 3,758,- 
941 was summer fallowed last sea- 
son, and_ 1,943,980 was fall plowed 
If as much spring plowing is. done 
this year as was done last, Saskat- 
chewan will have upwards of 2% 
million acres more in crop this sea- 
son than was in crop in 1917, and 
nearly four millioas more than in 
any season before 1917. 

What is more important still is 
the fact that the preparation made 
for seeding is better than any pre- 
viously made. The amount of ‘ new 
breaking is the smallest on record, 
and is only about one-third that of 
either. 1913 or 1914, On the other 
jiand, the amount ° of fall plowing 
done is nearly three-quarter mil- 
lion acres greater than for the pre- 
vious year, and the amount of sum- 
mer-fallow, 3,758,941 acres, exceeds 
by nearly a million acres the high- 
est previous record. 

In Manitoba the new breaking is 
105,897 acres, an increase of 16,000 
acres over the previous season; I,- 
900,000 acres have been fall plowed 
54,000 more than f6r last year, and 
1,381,000 have been summer fallow- 
ed, 146,000 more than for 1917. 

The figures for Alberta are not 
available, but it is believed prepara- 
tions for spring in that province are 
ahead of those of previous years. 

Given anything like reasonable 
conditions, the area of spring plow- 
ing will also greatly exceed that of

last year. In Alberta tractors have 
been bought wholesale since last 
fall. Heavy purchases have been 


made in other provinces as well, and 
in another fortnight or so whole dis- 
tricts in the west will show repeti- 
tion on a-vastly larger scale of the 
tractor demonstration given at 
Thornhill last autumn. 

The final estimates of production 
for last year put the yield of whe-t 
for the three Prairie Provinces at 
215,000,000 bushels, oats at 27@000,- 
000, and barley at 50,500,000. As stat- 
ed, the west has had larger crops, 
but never have the total returns for 
those crops been as great as for 
1917, z 
* The value of the wheat alone 
raised in the west last year was well 
over $400,000,000,, Saskatchewan's 
share .being $230,000,000, that of Al- 
berta over $100,000,000, and Mani-

The value of farm products of all 
kinds actually shipped out of Sas- 
katchewan last year is estimated at 
nearly $230,000,000.

It is in Alberta, however, that 
relative progress in this particular is 
most marked. The three principal 
grain crops of that province in 1917 
—wheat, oats and barley—were 
valued at $169,000,000. The value of 
animals slaughtered or sold in the.

and of-poultry products, disposed of 
was $75,000,000, or equal to nearly 
half the value of the grain crops. 
Even the term, “mining the land,” 
will soon pass out of the western 
vocabulary. The fact has already 
ceased to be over a very large pro- 
portion of the’ west. — Toronto 
Globe. * 


British Population Grows — 


Increase Greatly, in Excess of Num- 
ber of Men Killed 


In spite of the drain of the great 
war upon man power the population 
of Great Britain is increasing. From 
the beginning of the war until the 
end of the first half of 1917, the lat- 
est period for which there are statis- 
tics, the increase in Great Britain 
has been more than nine hundred 
thousand, a figure which is, of 
course, greatly in excess of the num- 
ber of men killed and drowned. The 
enemy cannot derive the same com- 
fort from his own Statistics,’ how- 
ever. According to German and 
Austrian publications there has been 
a heavy decrease in the population 
of Germany and Austria. It is well 
worth noting that while, between 
August 1914 and June 1917, two hun- 
dred thousand people were married 


in England and Wales alone’ who 
would not have married in peace 


time, there has been in Germany and 
Austria a decrease in the marriage
